The surgeon general of the U. S. 


army is to be charged with the final 
responsibility of accepting or reject- 
ing recruits—one million strong—who 
will be summoned to the 
colors. 


Physical standards will be slightly re- 
laxed over those obtaining for the II. 
S. army, but only for very minor de- 
fects. 


The army that will go to Europe 


will consist of the finest body of men 
ever assembled. 
Eight hundred and 


fifty-three men out of each thousand 
who applied for enlistment and were 
examined last year measured up to 
the 
rigid physical examination re- 


quired. The percentage is expected to 
be higher among the men called for 
the new national army, since they 
comprise the pick of American man- 
hood in age and general development 


The minimum standards for the se- 


lected service men will be 5 feet 4 
inches in height, weight 120 pounds, 
and chest expansion 32 inches at expi- 
ration. 
Army experience shows the 


majority of American men exceed 
these standards. 
More than half of 


the men called will measure 5 feet 8 
inches and over in height, if records 
hold good. Last year 52 per cent of 


*.. all recruits accepted exceeded this 


measurement., Mearly three-quarters 
of the men. or 72 per cent, will weigh

Only 250 men in each thousand call- 


ed will be rejected for physical reas- 
ons. 
The new artny will take only 


men up to the scratch. 
The largest 


number of rejections last year in the 
army were men infected with dis- 
eases due to moral delinquency. One 
hundred and thirty of each thousand 
were rejected for this cause. 


A sound heart is the next most ne- 


cessary qualification. Heart disease is 
the second ranking cause of rejec- 
tion of recruits. Next in order comes 
bad hearing, and then bad eyesight. 


Flat feet will cause rejection, and 


alcoholism follows this as a cause. 
Booze has no place in the efficient sol- 
dier's life. 


Bad teeth—so bad that a dentist 


cannot readily correct the fault—will 
bar you from selected service. Under 
weight, under height, or over weight 
will be a bar, as will tuberculosis, in- 
sufficient chest development or dis- 
ease of the vital organs. 


The average American soldier who 


will go to the front, experience shows, 
will weigh 138.56 pounds; will meas- 
ure 5 feet 7.62 inches In height and 
will have a chest expansj'-n of 3 
inches. 


The figure enormously exceeds the 


averages (or the Philippine scouts and 
the Porto Rican regiments, 
(or in- 


stance, and Is considerably above the 
figures (or the British, 
Italian and 


French armies. It Is exceeded as to 
height by the Australians and equaled 
by the Canadians.

What kind of recruits will compose 


the new national army soon to be se- 
lected tor service? How does Amer- 
ican 
manhood compare 
with 
the 


armies of the allies—the British Tom- 
mies and the French poilus? What 
percentage of our boys will he reject- 
ed for physical unfitness? Will Amer- 
ica turn out as sturdy a band of young 
soldiers as the pioneer countries of 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand? 


The surgeon general of the U. S. 


army is to be charged with the final 
responsibility of accepting or reject- 
ing recruits—one million strong—who 
will be summoned to the colors. 
Physical standards will be slightly re- 
laxed over those obtaining for the II. 
S. army, but only for very minor de- 
fects. 


The army that will go to Europe 


will consist of the finest body of men 
ever assembled. 
Eight hundred and 


fifty-three men out of each thousand 
who applied for enlistment and were 
examined last year measured up to 
the 
rigid 
physical 
examination re- 


•quired. The percentage is expected to 
he higher among the men called for 
the new national army, since they 
comprise the pick ot American man- 
hood in age and general development 


The minimum standards for the se- 


lected service men will be 5 feet 4 
inches In height, weight 120 pounds, 
and chest expansion S2 Inches at expi- 
ration. Army experience shows the 
majority of American men exceed 
these standards. 
More than half of 


the men called will measure B feet 8 
inches and over in height, if records 
hold good. Last year .12 per cent of 


,.all recruits accepted exceeded this 


measurement^, pearly three-quarters 
of the men. or 72 per cent, will weigh 
135 pounds or over, and nearly half, 
or about 43 per cent, will have chest 
"measurements of U4 inches and over. 


Only 250 men In each thousand call- 


ed will be rejected for physical reas- 
ons. The new army will take only 
men up to the scratch. The largest 
number of rejections last year in the 
army were men infected with dis- 
eases due to moral delinquency. One 
hundred and thirty of each thousand 
were rejected for this cause. 


A sound heart is the next most ne- 


cessary qualification. Heart disease is 
the second ranking cause of rejec- 
tion of recruits. Next in order comes 
bad hearing, and then bad eyesight. 


Flat feel will cause rejection, and 


alcoholism follows this as a cause. 
Booze has no place in the efficient sol- 
dier's life. 


Bad teeth—so had that a dentist 


cannot readily correct the fault-—will 
bar you from selected service. Under 
weight, under height, or over weight 
will be a bar, as will tuberculosis. In- 
sufficient chest development or dis- 
ease of the vital organs. 


The average American soldier who 


will go to the front, experience shows, 
will weigh 138.56 pounds; will meas- 
ure 5 feet 7.62 inches In height and 
will have a chest expansion of 3 
inches. 


The figure enormously exceeds the 


averages for the Philippine scouts and 
the Porto Rican regiments, for in- 
stance, and Is considerably above the 
figures for the British, Italian and 
French armies. It Is exceeded as to 
height by the Australians and equaled 
by the Canadians.

Florida's 


death rate is only 65.3 persons per 
100.000 population, against a rate ot 
132.7 for the United States registra- 
tion area. 151.9 for Georgia, 110.7 for 
Indiana, 129.5 for North Carolina. 
134.1 for Tennessee and 113.C for Vir- 
ginia. 


The high rate for Georgia Is based 


upon 1915 reports from the cities of 
Atlanta. Augusta and Savannah; the 
Tennessee figures include the munici- 
palities 
of 
Chattanooga, Jackson, 


Knoxviltc. Memphis and Nashville; 
Florida's report is for the year 1916 
and represents returns from 105 cities 
thouglfout the state.
